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1942 WHEAT PURCHASE PROGRAM REGULATIONS (#R) 
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in order to retain in the Ever-Normal Granary a supply of high-quality 
wheat which would, because of the lack of availabis storage space, other 
wise be forced into the channels of trade, the Commodity Credit Corpors- 
tion has been authorized to purchase eligible wheat, as provided herein- 


A. ELIGIBLE PRODUCER 


Eligible preducersshall be any person, partnership, association, or cor~ 
poration who would, under the eligibility ecihanegs apes i for wheat Loans, be 
east irae for a wheat lean at the full — Tate » 


B. ELIGIBLE HEAT 


Eligible wheat shall be wheat of any class grading No. 2 or better, con- 
taining not more than 134 percent moisture, produced in 1942, the benefi- 
ciel interest to which is and always has been in the eligible producer. 
Wheat containing in excess of 134 percent moisture shall NOT be eligible 
for purchase. 


C. PURCHASE PERTOD AND RATES 


i. The purchase period shall close on December 31, 1942, or on such earlier 
date as the available Commodity Credit Corperation-owned local bin ster- 
age epace is sxnausted. 


2. The purchase price per net bushel to be paid for eligible wheat grading 
No. 2 or better, delivered to a 0.0.C. bin site shall be the loan rate 
applicable at the point of delivery to the class, grade, and protien 
content of the wheat delivered. | 


It igs not the intention of the program to provide for the purchase of wheat 
grading below No. 2, However, in the event wheat which has been delivered 
into a ©.C.C. bin is found to grade below No. 2, such wheat may be purchased 
at a price 15 cents per tushel below the 1942 loan rate applicable for No. 2 
wheat of a like class, plus an additional discount of one cent per bushel 
for each 1 percent damage in excess of 7 parcent total damage.

The county committee shall then draw a sight draft (1942 G.0.C. Wheat 
Purchase Form K) on Commodity Credit Corporation for the total purchase 
price of the wheat delivered, indicating in the spaces provided the names 
and addresses, and amounts to be paid to the producer and other payees aa 
directed in Section II of the “Offer of Sele." The sum of these amounts 
must he the exact amount of the total purchase price. fhe original and 
first copy of 6.C.C. Wheat Purchase Form & shall be attached to the sight 
draft and delivered to the producer for presentation to the bank. ‘The 
second copy of Form E shall be reteined in the county office files, and the 
third copies shall be forwarded to the Regional Director of Commodity Credit 
Corporation serving the area, once a week as purchases are made. 


County committees may enter invo agreements with warehousemen et the points 
of delivery whereby the warehousemen will weigh, take representative 

samples of, ami load the wheat into the C.C.C. bins. Warehousemen shal 
issue scale tickets for each producer's wheat loaded into C.G.G. bins and 
deliver such tickots to the county committee. Arrangements shall be made 

for the warehousemen to forward the representative gamples to the State 
Office or other approved laboratories for grade determination, and protein 
analysis (if any). Each sample must be clearly identified on a letter of 
transmittal by entering the name of the. county, the producer's name and 
address, and the bin site number. The grads and protein certificates should 
be sent direct from the laboratories to the proper county office. For 
weighing, sampling, and loading the wheat inte C.C.C. bins, the warehovusaan 
shall receive an amount not to exceed 2 sents per bughel if his own equipment 
and help are used. Jf any of the above services are furnished by the county 
committee or the producer, the warshouseman's allowance shall ve reduced 
accordingly. Tne warehouseman will invoice the county committee for the 
amount of his services. Any expense incurred by the county committee other 
then for sampling and grading the wheat and preparing necessary documents, 
shall be paid by the county committee on the actusl expense basis and claimed 
aa reimbursable expense on WR-County Mo. 26. i 


~. RECORDS AND REPORTS 


The county committee shall keep a eurrent and accurs’e record of ail pur~ 
chases of wheat made for storage in ©.C.C. bins and at the end of each woek 
shall list on Commodity Loan 23-A, prepared in quadruplicate, all such pur 
chases. The original and one copy of Commodity Loan 23-A shall be for 
forwarded to the Regional Director of Commodity Credit Corporation at 
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Minneapolis, one copy forwarded to the State Office, ami the other re~ 
tained in the county office files. The words "Wheat Purchased" should b3 
ingerted in the heading of the third column in lion of "Loan Serial No.
